* Mr, MCDONALD. Mr, Speak- 
er, Julia Brown, who was for 
many years an undercover mem- 
ber of the Communist Party of 
the United States for the FBI, 
addressed the Council of The 
John Birch Society here in 
Washington on June 9, 1980. She 


felt it appropriate at that time 
to restate her testimony before 
the Senate Judiciary Committee 
of one year ago pertaining to the 
possible enactment of a Federal 
paid holiday in honor of the late 
Martin Luther King. Her testi- 
mony, then, as now, is deserving 
of wider attention. This lady has 
given a lot to her country and her 
views are not popular in some 
circles but they are valid in my 
view, I commend it to the atten- 
tion of my colleagues. 

Her testimony follows: 



MRS JULIA BHOWN — JUNE 9, 1980 

Thank you, Mr, Welch, Members 
of the COUNCIL, ladies and gen- 
tlemen, it is an honor to attend a 
gathering hocjIj an this — even more 
of an honor to be asked to speak. 

\ have done a great deal of speak- 
ing throughout the United States, 
and I have come to Washington on 
many occasions t.o testify before 
various government agencies. I be- 
lieve this [s the first time that 1 
have ever appeared before an audi 
enre in this city to deliver a speech, 
instead of to provide testimony. 

My most recent visit to Washing- 
ton occurred just about one year ago 
when I addressed the Senate Judici- 
ary Committee. The matter under 
consideration was a bill to declare a 
national holiday in honor of Mart in 
Luther King. As you know, the mea- 
sure did not pass last year. U n for- 
tunately , however, it is still being 
promoted by a large number of 
Senators and Congressmen. I am 
strongly opposed to such a proposal. 
If I may, l would like to repeat the 
short testimony T gave to the Senate 
J lid ici ary Com mi ttee last J une. 

Sen a te Tes t imon y 

Mr. Chairman, I t Julia Brown, 
joined the Communist Party in De- 
cember, 1&4 7, thinking [ wax joining 
a legitimate civil rights movement, 
Finding out that I uoos a true member 
vf the Communist Party which ad- 
vocated the overthrow of the l IS. 
Government, 1 decided to leave the 
organization t hut / had to hide my 
time to avoid suspicion. Subse- 
quently l went to the FBI to report 
whai I had heard and seen H In }95l § I 
was asked by the FBI to go back into 
the Communist Party as an under- 


cover agent to report on their sub- 
versive activities. 

While at the Communist Party 
meetings, which only Party mem- 
bers attended. I frequently heard 
Martin Luther King discussed, and 
was told by Frieda Cats that he wan 
in training for a civil rights maw- 
rtl ent. Frieda Catz was a Party mem- 
ber from Cleveland, Ohio t who had 
been assigned to my training and 
education within the Communist 
Party , On learning this , I reported it 
to my contact in the FBI, He told me 
that the Bureau knew that Martin 
Luther King had high level connec- 
tions with l he Communist Party, 

and 1 should report anything else 

that l heard about his activities. I 
continued to report until I960, over 
ten long years, 

In Martin Luther King s early 
years of agitation, he was the hero of 
America's Communists. The. cells 
that l was associated with in Cteve- 
land were continually being asked to 
raise money for Martin Luther 
King $ activities and to support his 
civil rights movement by writing let- 
ters to the press and influencing 
local clergymen h and especially 
black clergymen, that Martin 
Luther King was a good person , un- 
selfishly working for the American 
Negro, and in no way connected 
with the Communist Party. 

There are many great American 
Negroes such as George Washington 
Carver and Bicker T, Washington who 
provide the youth of America with an 
example they can follow . Martin 
Luther King provides an example of 

agitation arid manipulation for goals 
dictated by hatred and envy. The 
memory' of Carver and Washington 
would be dishonored if your Commit- 
tee acts favorably in this matter,

Mr, Chairman, while I was in t h e 
Communist Party, as a loyal Ameri- 
can Negro, / knew Martin leather 
King to be closely connected with 
the Communist Party. If this mea- 
sure is passed honoring Martin Lu- 
ther King, we may as well take down 
t he slurs and stripes that fly over 

this building and replace it with a 
red ftng. 

And that was my message to the 
Senate pJudiciary Committee on 
June 2. 1979. 1 would like to believe 
that what 1 said would have been 
enough to stop the glorification of 
Martin Luther King, But we all 
know that, even if they never name 
a holiday after him, there are still 
too many Americans who hold that 
man to be like a god. What has 
happened, of course, i$ that there 
are too many of our fellow citizens 
who actually have been conditioned 
to think exactly the way Com mu-

mats want them to think. 

C’i>mamjnisL Mentality 
In America 

And not just about Martin Lu- 
ther Kang! Right now huge numbers 


of Americans have been convinced 
that they should rely on government 
to provide all the EiecesBiLieH of life, 
a Eid even to provide l he distinction 
between right and wrong. Govern- 
ment has become the source of 
everything for many Americans. 
Such attitudes never built this great 
country and made it such a wonder- 
ful land of plenty. 

On the contrary, the attitude 
that holds that government Ik i.he 
provider is the one that dominates 
countries like Soviet Russia, China 
and Cuba, Rut Americans who 
think like the Communists do not 
appreciate ihe difference between 
a free country such as ours, and a 
slave country such as exists in Red 
Russia. 

When ( was working for the FBI 
as a member of the Communist 
Party, It became evident to me that 
the Party's open and announced in- 
ten ilim regarding our country was 
quite different from its quiet and 
more important intention. The an- 
nounced intention was to overthrow 
the United States government by 
force and violence. 

But, while all Communists were 
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to Id to build for the day when that 
overthrow could be accomplished, h 
great deal more of the Party's ef- 
forts were directed towards making 
the United States government larger 
and more of a dominant influence 
over the lives of the American peo- 
ple, Actually, Communists were 
seeking to strengthen [he federal 
government all the time through 
socialistic legislation and increasing 
government control over the free 
enterprise system. Communists 
were seeking to destroy the U,S H 
government and to build if into an 
all-powerful force at [.be same tima. 

Except for the area of military 
defense, no American .should want 
a powerful central government. 
This is what Communists want. Yet* 
today r millions of Americans not 
only want a big federal bureau- 
cracy, they also want (o cut back on 
needed military and defense pro- 
grams. They have been led to think 
exactly like the Communists want 
them to think. 

Communist Control 
Of Education 

A good example of what is hap- 
pening to America came to mind 
with the establishment of the new 
cabinet- level Department of Edu- 
cation. This is something that Com- 
muni tjts have always wanted, And 
just a few weeks ago, this new De- 
partment came into existence, 

William Z, Foster called for this 
Communist goal in a very explicit 
wav in his famous book TOWARD 
SOVIET AMERICA. In that hook, 
Foster, who was the National Chair- 
man of (.he Communist Party of 
the United States actually stated 
that one of 1 he steps toward the 


creation of a Communist America 
was ( he creation of a National De- 
partment of Education, And he 
wrote his book in Hb hook was 
so important to the Communists 
that it was published simultaneously 
by two publishing houses, only one 
of w F hich was openly Communist 

Only a short time after Foster 
wrote hts book, however, American 
Communists received orders to sup- 
press it. The book turned out to be 
too explicit. And so, from that time 
on, American Communists did 
whatever they could to hide the 
publication of 'osier's plans by de- 
stroying TOWARD SOVIET AMER- 
ICA. Communists were allowed to 
read it, but no one else was to see it. 
Through the efforts of some patri- 
otic Hnii-Cominuniats, however, this 
book was re -published in 1961, It car- 
ried ^ Foreword by Congressman 
Francis Walter, who was at that time 
the Chairman of (he House Com- 
mi t tee on L 'n-American Activities. 

On page JIG of TOWARD SO- 
VIET AM ERIC A t Communist Par- 
ty Chairman William Z. Foster 
wrote as follows: "Among the *le- 
mentorv measures the American So- 
viet government will adopt to fur- 
ther the cultural revolution are the 
following; the schools, colleges and 
uni ver&i ties will be coordinated and 
grouped under a National Depart- 
ment of Education and its state and 
local branches.' 

Then he said: "The studies will 
be revolutionized, being cleansed of 
religious, patriotic and other fea- 
tures of the bourgeois ideology. The 
students will be taught internation- 
alism and the general ethics of the 
new Socialist msefety/' 

So, here we have the National 
Chairman of the Communist Party 
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calling for the establishment of a 
National Department of Educa- 
tion, And he wanted it to remove 
religion and patriotism from the 

schools, and at fh^ aame time pro- 
mote internationalism and Socialist 
ethics. Socialist ethics means that 
whatever is good for the state is 
right ; whatever is not good for the 
state is wrong. That amounts to no 
real ethics at all. 

In 1979, Congress passed I he leg- 
islation which set up this Commu- 
nist -desired Education Department, 
Then, President Carter selected aw 
the nation’s first Secretary of Edu- 
cation a fjOfl Angeles. Judge named 
Shirley Hu&tedler who is a member 
of the Hoard of Trustees of the 
Aspen Institute for Humanistic 
Studies, In other words, the lady 
chosen to run the Department of 
Education, which Communists have 
wanted since I9ft2, in a Hunuinis! , 

Whet do Humanists believe in? 
Well, the Humanist Manifesto pub- 
lished in 197U says that Humanists 
do not believe in God; reject any 
standard of ethics; and oppose na- 
tional sovereignty. According to the 
same document, humanists are for: 
world government, sexual freedom, 
abortion, and an end to parental 
control over children, Dtiew any of 

that differ from William Z, Fos- 
ter's or any other Communist's de- 
sign for America ? No, it does not ! 

Am l saying that Mrs, Hu feted - 
ler is a Communist? No, I p m saying 
that she is a Humanist, And al- 
though not all Humanists are Com- 
munists, my experience tells me that 
all Communists are Humanists. 

So, not only have Congress and 
the President followed Communist 
desires in creating a federal Educa- 
tion Department, but an ideal Com^

munist choice in head it has been 
chosen by Mr, Carter. 

You are nnt going to rnad or hear 
about this shocking information in 
the public news media, ft takas a 
group like The John Birch Society to 
focus attention on these matters. 
And, without information such as 
this, most Americans will end up 
thinking exactly as CommunlatH 
want them to think — that a fed- 
eral Department of Education is h 
g<jod i iiing, and that the lady judge 
will be a good adm i nistrator. 

Building Communism 
fn America 

Years ago, this Society produced 
a film about the civil rights move- 
ment called Anarchy USA , I was 
pleased to appear in a portion of 
that film. And I was even more 
pleased to know that the film did a 
great deal of good. 

Many times, in Anarchy USA , 
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Soviet dictator Lenin way quoted an 
saying: Communism must be built 
with nnn-Communist hands/' That 
lesson was drummed Into all Party 
members when l was in the Party. 
The Communist strategy aimed at. 
deceiving people into accepting and 
working for Communist programs, 
without ever letting a be known that 
Communism was t he result * 

This strategy is still working very 
well today. If you need proof that it 
is, l ask you: How long has it been 
since you took a lock at the Com - 
rnumsl Manifesto*? Or, have you 
ever looked at it? If you have, you 
know how many present federal 
programs have been called for by 
Karl Marx in his famous document 
And you know how many other pro- 
grams dreamed up by Marx are be 

ing proposer], 

The heavy progressive income tax 
a aid the Federal Reserve System are 
phnktf in the Communist Manifes- 
to. Federal takeover of land and 
land-use controls can be found in it. 
The Manifesto calls for an end Lo 
the rights of inheritance, which has 

large tv been accomplished. Yet, all 
these Communist programs were 
mild to Americans as something else. 

The Manifesto calls for federal 
control of communications and 
transportation — and the appropri- 
ate federal agencies are already in 

place lo accomplish (hose lasks. 
Government ownership of business 
is called for, and we are well along 
this road. Establishment of indus- 
trial armies is proposed, and we 
have VISTA, CETA and other such 
agencies. Finally, the Communist 
Manifesto calls for free education 
for all in government schools. The 

Com ms mists want no diversity in 

education. They want a government 


controlled by them to be everyone's 
teacher. 

Maybe we should extend a great 
big thank you to all the people who 
in recent years have started private 
schools!. They may not know that 
they are refusing to go along with 
Karl Marx's program, but they 
know enough to know that some- 
thing is terribly wrong in the govern- 
ment schools. 1 certainly hope that 
the private school movement grows 
st ronger and stronger in America. 

What I am telling you, of course, 
is that America is being converted 
into a Communist country. It is not 
hard In sec I his if you know “what Lo 
look for. This conversion is certain- 
ly being accomplished by Commu- 
nists. But they get tremendous help 
from Democrats and Republicans, 
The problem is LhaL the American 
people do not know what the Com^ 
mi i nisi program m. A ci eI they also do 
not know what the American system 
is supposed to be. 

Dea true! Lon O f A liter iea nism 

One of the greatest goals of Com- 
munism has always been 10 get peo- 
pie dependent on government. The 
American system has always meant 
(hat government should bjave us 
alone and merely protect our rights. 

The Communist way costs tre- 

mandoiiH amounts of money. The 
taxes and controls that result from 
government taking care of huge 
numbers of people actually lead to 
a destruction of jobs and busi- 
nesses. In turn, this leads to more 
people becoming dependent on 
government. 

We all read recently about the 
horrible riot in Miami* It resulted in 
fifteen deaths, 370 injuries and 
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millions of dollars in property dam- 
age. The iriot was a chilling reminder 
of what happened twelve to fifteen 
ysars ago — in Watts, Detroit, New- 
ark and so many other places. 

One aspect of the Miami riot 
that lias received little attention wag 
its terrible savagery. One of the 

victims was killed after being 

dragged from his car and beaten. 
He died ivhen a car was driven back 
and forth over his body — several 
times, A group standing by cheered! 
Another victim was so badly muti- 
lated that he could not even be 
identified. 

We like to thank LhaL, because 
t here have been no large riots in over 
a decade, there has been a big im- 
provement in race relations, 1 wish I 

o m Id say that such wa s t he ch ae . 

What has happened is that Com- 
munists and those who do their will 
have accomplished two major goals. 
First f they have convinced a great 
many Americans that government is 
supposed to be the provider. And, 
second, they have slowed down 

American industry — which means 
that there are fewer jobs,, fewer 
opportunities to start a small busi- 
ness, 1 and fewer Americans able to 
ha independent of government . 

Too M uch Government 

When America's productivity 
slows down, who gets hurt first? The 
unskilled worker who lives in the 
inner city gat* hurU firs I . And, be- 
cause of what he has been told, he 
immediately looks to government to 
take care of him. What he doesn’t 
know, and what leaders like Martin 
Luther King never told him, is that 
too much government took away his 
job in the first place. 


The government programs that 
are supposed to help him actually 
turn out to make him a slave — to 
government! Deep down, he knows 
this. He ends up hating the system, 
and hating the people who adminis- 
ter it. It is then very easy to make 
his hatred racial in nature. 

As I see reports in the newspaper 
about steel mills closing, and auto- 
mobile plants shutting down, and 
America not growing the way it al- 
ways has grown, [ become very con- 
cerned. It has been almost twenty 
years since I served the FBI in the 
Communist Party. The Party mem- 
bers that I know were all trained to 
use this type of economic disorder 
to further I he cau^e of Commu- 
nism and to further the destruction 
of America. And, even though the 
Communist Party receives little at- 
tention today, its people are still 
active and still able to turn many 
things to a Communist purpose. 

Even worse, self-serving politi- 
cians of all races continue to push 
for I ha name goals as the Commu- 
nists. They have no regard for the 
people they claim to be helping. And 
they have no regard for the country 
t hey are supposed to be serving. 

It is more than foolish to make 
government larger and more power- 
ful. Doing go is the certain road to a 
Communist America. And 1, for 
one. think that the Carters, the 
Kennedy^ and lots more like them 
don't even care about what they are 
fining to America — as long as Lheir 
own nests are feathered. 

I low To Sa ve America 

The task that remains lor real 
Americans is to tell the truth about 
where this country is headed and 
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who is taking all of us down the 
road to a Communist A meric:?!. 
What has to be done is to got more 
Americans to stop thinking like the 
Communists want them to think. 

It has been obvious to me for a 
long time that this organization is 
doing the right thing. I have tray- 
elled all over the United States to 
speak for The John Birch Society's 
speakers bureau. The Society mem- 
bers that I met in citiea and Lowns 
everywhere were fine people who 
were not taken in by Communist 
propaganda. They helped to slow 
down t he rush toward Soviet -style 
rule here in America. But there ia 
still plenty left to be done. Only 
now. t h ere i s less ti me ts » do i t. 

So I urge all of you who are part 


of this wonderful group to keep 
working hard. You re no the right 
track. And, those of you who arc not 
members, or who are not hardwork- 
ing members, I ask you to get busy. 
If you don't; the Communists will 
win with all the help that they Te get- 
ting from those Democrats and Re- 
publicans. They will win because the 
American people did not know the 
difference between Americanism 
and Communism,
